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DETAILED ACTION 



This is in response to the arguments filed on September 23 rd 201 1 . 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pg. 4-1 1 , with respect to the claims rejected under 35 
USC 103(a). have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) rejection of 
claims 1-16 and 22-27 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 6 and 22-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
independent claims recite a method, device and system for performing post-processing 
of broadcasted data. Performing error correction after an unreliable data transmission 
such as broadcasting is a well known technique in the art (see Tatsumi, Curcio). Using 
proxy servers to distribute a server's load is also known in the art (see Byers) however 
the claims recite a combination of features that differentiates over these known 
concepts including the broadcaster communicating with the proxy servers to provide 
sufficient information to handle all the post-processing requests and determining by a 
client a plurality of proxy servers for contacting regarding post-processing and randomly 
selecting by a client one of the plurality of proxy servers. The differences between the 
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art and the claimed invention are further identified by applicant (pg. 6-9). The 
dependent claims further define the invention and thus are allowable based on their 
dependency.
